Impressions of Notables at the Ceremony, the 
Mistress of the White House and Her Daugh- 
ters, the Gorgeously Attired Ambassadors and 
the Many Events Which Attended the Incom- 


ing of a Democratic Administration in Wash- 
ington—Mishaps of Missouri Colonels.

ITH a pencil still beating a tattoo to the 
tune of martial music, with ears still 
pounding with the thump, thump, thump 

of marching feet and with vision still distorted by 
endless zigzag pickets flashing by night (I might 
draw you a Futurist picture of that parade) shall 
I try to extract a detail here and there out of the 
chaos that is Washington this week? 

Well, then, please believe I am being very good 
to you. Not that I feel important and condescend- 
ing since I’ve been to the Capital. Far be it. In- 
deed, I’ve never felt so small and insignificant as 
since I appeared properly qualified and creden- 
tialed, to demand an interview with the most 
democratic of Presidents. 

It was Wednesday morning that I climbed over 
rubber covered cables labeled 20,000 volts (or 
scemething like that) at the main gate of the 
White House grounds, and with a reinfo:¢ment 
of, bravado presented myself to the uniformed 
guard at the outer office doors. Carefully looked 
over, letters and all, I was passed on to a plain 
clethes secret service officer. The letters seemed

Celebrities Stand in Line. 


CCORDINGLY, bravado still intact, I ap- 
peared. And Mr. Hoover was very nice, I

standing behind a line of people ending some- 
where outside the grounds. But it was while sit- 
ting in solitary graudeur upon that seat I felt im- 
portance and condescension ooze away. All around 
that largest and most stately of salons in the na- 


tion's proudest house, proceeded a line of human 
beings. They were guided and kept close to the 
wall by armed men in impressive uniform. Each 


one had a special invitation, via the same source 


as mine, to call. This was no free-for-all recep- 
tion, but rather an audience for certain privi- 
leged personages not to be denied, although the 
iraugural ball had been called off. * 

Everyone of those personages was somebody of 
importance in his own community undoubtedly. 
Yet they were kept herded and moving rapidly. 1 
saw the Governor of New York as well as the 
Governor of the imperial Missouri, to say nothing 
of Governors of lesser distinction, passed up the 


line and out Into the corridor at a pace that was 


to say the least not restful to a vision already 
wabbly with watching the wave-like movement of 
parades of two preceding days. In relief dia I 
arise and take my place in line. Maj. Rhoades re- 
peeted my name.

Those Magnificent Ambassadors. 


T is good of me to try to single out a few iIm- 

| pressions only because it would be so much 

easier to enumerate the very few notables 

and illustriousnesses who were not in Wash- 

ington than to try to begin to mention those who 
were there and on parade. 

It may be there were a few potentates and 
princes who couldn’t get away for the inaugural 
ceremonies. If so, they had sent Ambassadors 
than whom their monarchs could scarcely appear 
more splendid. There was the Ambassador of the 
Czar, for instance. I never want to see anyone 
more impressive than he in his plumed -ocked hat, 
jewel-hung and gold embroidered from head to 
foot, gazing loftily about with a superciliousness 
added to by his affectation of a monocle. 

And there was the German Ambassador, a re- 
plica of Emperor ‘William, metallic helmet, mus- 
techios and all. And these two were nothing to 
compare in gorgeousness with the Italian Ambas- 
sador in scarlet, and the Turkish and Chinese in 
Oriental splendor. 

There may have been a few just commoners left 
at home to wind the clock and put the cat out, 
but as I sat in an advantageous spot, the press- 
box in the Capitol receiving stand, you couldn’t 
nave convinced me that everybody in the world 
was not banked high on either side of all those 
avenues. Maj. Pierre C. l'enfant planned te 
radiate avenues from that center of the world. 


Tableaux and Pageant. 


ND at that there were things in Washington 
A it seems, which I did not see. Here were, 
for instance, the insults and rough treat- 
ment at the hands of the police, now loudly com- 
plained of by the suffragists. 

Arriving in Washington on the Missouri Gov- 
ernor’s special at 3 o’clock, and proceeding with 
‘all haste to a seat reserved in the court of honor, 
opposite the Treasury Building, there lay before 
me a splendid view of the tableaux and dames. A 
more imposing background and stage than that 
afforded by the Treasury Building, with its broad 
pertico and classic columns, would have been in- 
ccneecivable. And silken‘clad, flower-garlanded 
figures wound out of the dark recesses of the pil- 
lars onto the sunny terrace free from every inter- 
rtption save the March breezes. Surely the only 
danger these maidens disporting as freely ano 
frankly as Diana and her troops on their native 
heath need have feared was influenza. And they 
proved to witnessing thousands that they were not 
intimidated, for they lingered needlessly to pose 
fer the motion picture men. Then, after a time, 
the peageant, like a rainbow in its artfully graded 
eclorfulness, streamed uninterruptedly by for 
more than an hour. 

Surely this point, the central scheme of the 
pageant must have attracted the thickest crowds, 
yet down Pennsylvania avenue, just ahead of the 
cavalcade moved eight or ten mounted policemen 
abreast, clearing a wide clear path for’ the 
women. 

We have read scorching columns of what the 
suffragetes think of Chief of Police Sylvester. 
In Washington I took pains to inquire, but met 
nv eyewitnesses to the confusion they complain 
of. I aid not march in the parade, thanks to the 
promptitude of the women in starting and to the 
procrastination of the Pennsylvania’ Railroad, 
which brought us in at 3 instead of 1 o’clock. So 
te the unbiased observer there were indications 
that some of the Insults may have been the re- 
sults of preconceived antipathy, or maybe Katz- 
enjammer dreams the morning after. 


On the one hand I offer from first-hand 
this testimony: a. delicate, 
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woman was being ex- 
tricated from beneath the hocfs of a prancing 
steed bearing a nervous fluttering, fancifully- 
costumed equestrienne. It was a plain-clothes 
policeman—one of thase sworn in for the occa- 
sion, who seized her just in time. “Take yaur 
hands off of me,” shrieked the excited pedestri- 
enne. “I have your number! I have your num- 
ber!” 

On the cther hand, visiting the suffrage head- 
quarters after the parade, I heard and saw only 
handshaking and congratulations, being passed 
around unreservedly and unqualifiedly. At a tea 
table in the Midland Hotel sat Miss Inez Milhol- 
land, still wearing her herald’s costume so hem- 
med in by felitious and admiring hundreds that 
there was no getting near her by those on the 
outskirts of the throng. Next day at headquar- 
ters, though, the same press agent, Mrs. Gardner, 
who had been so jubilant the day before, had only 
criticism of the police. It was Dr. Anna Shaw 
who, at the love feast called in Continental Hall 
the evening of the parade, sounded the first sig- 
ral of dissatisfaction with the unprecedented 
demonstration of the afternoon. We, in Missouri, 
have reason to know the influence of Dr. Anna 
Shaw. And there are politicians as well as ad- 
vertisers among the suffragettes who will bear 
watching. 


Word Picture of Bryan. 


BR: I promised you something tangible in the 


helpless-looking 


way of impressions. Then come with me 
to the receiving stand built upon the steps 
of the Capitol. 

I will show you a picture which might go down 
in history as the very embodiment of all the 
meaning, the why and wherefore of this fateful 
occasion.: 

It is the moment preceding the instant when 
Woodrow Wilson will arise, kiss the Bible ex- 
tended to him by Chief Justice White and be- 
come the 28th President of the United States. 
Focus your attention on five profiles presented in 
vanishing perspective directly in front of us as 
we sit in the press box. 

You are familiar with these profiles, separated 
and individually, but lined up there in bold relief 
one against the other, an accidental arrangement 
perhaps, but a world of significance do they hap- 
pen to suggest! 

First, in the foreground, where he ought to be, 
sits William Jennings Bryan. His mouth tis 
stretched to its full length and you know its vast 
extent. It is closed tightly as befits a Secretary 
of State. But he can’t keep his eyes from dancing. 
He is victory, triumph incarnate. 


Peeping out from behind Bryan, visible only 
at intervals is the former university  pres!i- 
dent. He is reviewing the manuscript of his 
inaugural speech. He does not smile as he is won't 
tov do in his photographs. In profile an undershot 
jaw gives him an added gravity when his lips are 
closed. His complexion is rugged and except for 
a slight round shoulderedness he i{s more force- 
ful physically and more of an outdoor man than 
you may have expected to find him. 

Furnishing a copious background for the new 
Prestdent sits the man who in a moment will be a 
simple professor at Yale. President Taft is not 
even trying to suppress his mirth. He _ looks 
happy, restless, the least bit impatient. He looks 
as if he were listening for the recess bell to re- 
lease him from the cruel confinement of school. 

Beyond Taft the sprightly, just confirmed Vice- 
President Marshall bobs in and out, surveying 
with evident curiosity his surroundings all about. 

And quite at the other end of the line, huddled 
down against the railing, large, dark and gloomy 
#8 a thunderstorm against the sunny blue sky 
sits Champ Clark. He has his coat collar turned 
up to his ears, although the day is like May time. 
His broad-brimmed hat is pulled down. The cor- 
ners of his mouth are set rigidly and his color 
is sallow. Doesn’t he remind you, somehow, of 
that familiar picture, “Napoleon at Elba?” 

Knowing well the history of the five men, isn't 
the psychology of the situation too obvious for 
comment? Was it an accidental arrangement or 
was Fate amusing herself?

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SOUTHERN MEN RETURN TO DOMIN 
Wilson U. S. GOVERNMENT

Head of the Executive, Legislative 
and Judicial Branches of: the 
Government and Five of the 10 
New Cabinet Members Are of 
Southern Birth—Not Chosen Be- 
cause They Hail From the South, 
but Their Choice Emphasizes the 
Obliteration of Old Sectional 
Prejudices. 





HEN a national convention of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy met in 
Washington, Nov. 12 last, on the eve of 

the dedication of a monument to Confederate 
veterans in Arlington Cemetery, they were ad- 
@ressed in Continental Hall by President Taft, 
the date being less than a week after his defeat 


for his re-election. In his speech the President 


said: 

For years after the war the Republican 
party, which had carried the nation through 
the war to its successful conclusion, was in 
control of the administration of the Govern- 
ment, and it was impossible for the South- 
erner to escape the feeling that he was linked 
in his allegiance to an alien nation, and one 
whose destiny he found it difficult to iden- 
tify himself. Time, however, cures much, 
and after a while there came a Democratic 
administration of four years, and then an- 
other of four years. 

Southerners were called to Federal office; 
they came to have increasing influence in the 
halls of Congress and in the Senate, and the 
responsibility of the Government brought 
with it a sense of closer relationship to it and 
to all the people for whom the Government 
was carried on. 

I speak for my immediate Republican pre- 
decessors in office when I say that they all 
labored to bring the sections more closely 
together. I am sure I can say that, so far as 
in me has lain, I left nothing undone to re- 
duce the sectional feeling and to make the 
divisions of this country geographically void. 
But I am free to admit that tircumstances 
have made it more difficult for a Republican 
administration than for a Democratic admin- 
istration to give Southern brothers 
and sisters the feeling of close relationship 
and ownership of the Government of the 
United States. 

Therefore, in solving the mystery of that 
providential dispensation which now brings 
on a Democratic. administration to succeed 
this, we must admit the good that will come 
to the whole country in a more confirmed 
sense of partnership in this government 
which our brothers and sisters of the South- 
land will enjoy in an administration in which 
Southern opinion will naturally have greater 
influence and the South greater proportionate 
representation in the Cabinet, in Congress 
and in other high official stations. 

While I rejoice in the steps that I have 
been able to take to heal the wounds of sec- 
tionalism and to convéy to the Southern peo- 
ple, as far as I could my earnest desire to 
make this country oné, I cannot deny that 
my worthy and distinguished successor has a 
greater opportunity and I doubt not he will 
use it for the benefit of the nation at large. 


Turned Out 52 Years Ago, 
It Now Comes Back.Completely 
HE events of the last week, beginning with 
the inauguration of President Wilson last 
Tuesday, have emphasized the completeness 
with which the sectional feeling that once split 
the country into two different peoples has been 

obliterated. 

After 52 years, the South, turned out of power 
in the national Government by the tide of aboli- 
tion and kept out though two Democratic ad- 
ministrations have intervened, has “come back” 
completely. And everybody smiles and is happy 
and no one has thought of waving the old-time 
“bloody shirt,” a sight of which was once suf- 
ficient to blight the prospects of Democratic suc- 
cess in the North. 

The new South, rejuvenated and regenerated, 
leaping and bounding to the frent in the develop- 
ment of her fields, her mines and her factories, tg 
welcomed back into full union and affillation by 
a new West, a new East and a new North.

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’ PROTECTION AGAINST TYPHOID. 
Vaccination having, it is claimed, reduced the 
number of cases of typhoid in the regular army to 
18, in the-year-1912, the advocates of this method 
of prophylaxis are urging that typhoid vaccination 


be extended to the, State militia. Of course, as 


with the’¢ase of vaccination against smallpox, the 
new modé‘of' innoculation would be compulsory. 
And, as under the Dick law, every male citizen of 
the United States between the ages of 18 and 45 
can be drafted into the militia, the possibility is 
‘that, with compulsory’ typhoid vaccination, we 
may all have to bare our arms to army surgeons.

The Govern- 
ment entered on an admirable policy in setting 
aside 13 such parks and 28 “monument” reser- 
vations for the perpetual use of the people, but 
has done little to render them accessible. Even 
Yellowstone Park needs hundreds of miles of 
additional roads to britig its wonders within the 
reach of visitors. Many other parks and reser- 
vations are entirely without roads and other 
conveniences. The purpose they were intended 
to fulfill.is defeated. Only occasional venture- 
some tourists can visit them. , 

“National scenery as an asset” is oné of Mr. 
Mills’ theses. He supports it with figures on 
the hundreds of millions in tourists’ money spent 
every year in Switzerland, much of it by Amer- 
icans. Custody of the various parks is now 
divided among the War, the Interior and Agri- 
cultural Departments and the interests of some 
are intrusted to clerks in’the classified service 
without power to enforce regulations and submit 
authoritative recommendations. To center guard-

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RURAL SCHOOL BILL. 
House bill No. 350, providing for the consolida- 
tion of rural school districts and the establish- 
ment of rural high schools should pass, because it 
makes possible the next step fin school progress 
for Missouri. Indeed, without the aid of legisla- 
tion of this kind, education, so far as the public 
school can impart it, will retrograde in the coun- 
try districts. 
It. is almost incredible, considering the super- 
excellence of most of the public schools and high 
schools in the great cities, that there are country 
districts in which the school term is but five or 
six months; that the teachers of such schools 
have practically no pedagogic training, that their 
pay is less than that of day laborers, and that the 
buildings in which they teach are dilapidated and 
without any sanitary equipment. There is neither 
agricultural, industrial, nor vocational training 
in such schools, and they are so isolated from the 
civilized world ‘that it is impossible to induce ain- 
bitious teachers to take charge of them. 
The consolidated school district, with its mod- 
ern, well equipped building and its corps of teach- 
ers, to which the children are brought in a public 
conveyance, is the hope of the future for Missou- 
ri’s rural territory. Such districts have proved 
the salvation of rural education in Indiana, IIli- 
nois and other states. We must have them. 
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“Around the World ‘in Bighty Days” will 
doubtless be the sequel to “Around the Saloons 
in Twenty-Four Hours.” 
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INCOME TAXES—WHO WILL PAY? 

The task of framing a law to impose a tax 
on incomes will be one of the matters to engage 
the attention of the new President and Con- 
gress. Offhand this would seem an easy thing 
to do. Reflection shows, however, that a number 
of minor, though complex, problems have to be 
solved first. 

Income taxes have existed in European coun 
tries for many years. England, Italy, 
Spain and Switzerland have different rates 
for incomes which are earned and those un- 
earned. In Norway there is still further dif- 
ferentiation based upon the number of persons 
whom the individual has to support. When in- 
comes are not over $2500 in England a reduc- 
tion is made for each child in the family. What 
discriminations will Congress make? 

During the Civil War period thousands of 
persons who should have responded to the in-’ 
come tax managed to evade payments. Every 
effort will be exerted, this time, te close all 
avenues of escape. To collect at the source of 
income is the favorite plan. Could this be done 
without an organization greater than the Penr- 
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year neatly: $3,500,000? 
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is required to notify the Government of those 
deriving révenue from its business, what a 
magnitude of detail! Suppose a man ‘has an in-| 
come of $1000 from each of ten scatééfed: sources. 
will Washington ever be able to ferrét him out? 

The number of holders of stock in the Steel 
Trust alone, while it fluctuates much, is prob- 
ably never less than 250,000 individuals, When 
one considérs the army of share holders in all 
the other great trusts, the transportation sys- 
tems and the great industrial and utility corpora- 
tions, the task appears almost stupendous. And 
yet these comprise only one general source of 
income. There are the real estate investments, 
the bonds of city, county and state and invest- 
ments of many kinds in foreign lands. Again, 
there are the money brokers and money lenders 
of every degree whose sources of income fre 
from loans on personal notes and other unrecord- 
ed pledges. Then, finally, there are the indi- 
viduals, the merchants and professional men 
whose incomes may be subject to taxation. Can 
they all be reached? The new tax is a simple 
éxpedient but is likely to be difficult in equitable 
operation.

The indifference of the German Cabinet to 
the appointment, which has been so loudly ad- 
vertised from Berlin, is perhaps to be explained 
by evidence at the St. Petersburg court that 
Germany had information of it well in advance 
and made hef own move upon the diplomatic 
chess-board to checkmate France and the designs 
of Delcasse. : 

This ia the explanation for the sudden intimacy 
of the two most important German-born women 
in Russia, the Cefrina and Grand Duchess Viad- 
imir, the Czar’s aunt by marriage, which has 
mystified the court for some months. The two 
had never been friends. The austere invalid 
Fimpress, with her spiritualistic hallucinations, 
could have little in common with the gay, @ven 
“sporty,” Grand Duchess who roams up and down 
Furope in search of amusement and doesn’t in 
the least mind an occasional scandal. 

But the two are intensely German in thelr 
relitical sympathies and both have always main- 
tained German households in Russia.

“This systematic visitation is co-op- 
érated in by representatives of every 
’ feligious faith and denomination in the 
city and is, therefore, non-sectarian and 
wndenominational. It is a movement in 
which all good people, without regard 
to creed or denomination, have united 
in an effort to bring every person in 
St. Louis into direct contact with moral 
@nd religious influences. 
— Will Leave Printed Invitation. 
"Visitors representing the movement 
will leave at each home a printed in- 
vitation, inviting each to attend the 
ehurch, synagogue or Sunday school 
-@f his choice, and an endeavor will be 
made to secure a record of the church 
affiliation or preference of each indi- 
vidual, and the record obtained in this 
Manner is to be given to the pastor, 
priest, rabbi or organization preferred. 
“I believe that a moveent of this sys- 
tematic character and broad scope will 
commend itself to all our citizens and 
I am, therefore, glad to recommend it 
publicly to the attention of the people 
of this city as worthy of their respect 
@nd co-operation.” 
Arrangements for the visitation are in 
the hands of a central committee, con- 
gisting of Lansing F. Smith, James E. 
King, William H. Danforth, Jacques 
Back, Clair E. Ames, James J. Parks 
and Judson J. McKim.

The Oliver law, it was argued, makes 
legal a monopoly of the insurance busi- 
ness by the big companies by giving 
tnem the right to fix an arbitrary rating 
on fire insurance. Although the law was 
passed two years ago, it has never met 
with any opposition until recently, be- 
cause, it was said, the insured were not 
awake of its existence until policies be- 
gan to expire and they had to pay the 
increased rates, In some instances the 
new rates have been 100 per cent high- 
er than the old rate, it was declared. 

Investigation revealed that the law 
slipped through the Legislature without 
attracting any attention. Cathey ap- 
pealed to the Business Men’s League 
jfor relief and was ‘referred by that or- 
ganization to its Insurance Co-nmittee, 
which, he says, he found was com- 
posed of insurance agents who are bene- 
fiting by the Oliver law. 

When legislators were asked why they 
had passed the measure they said they 
were led to believe that it would pre- 
vent discrimination in insurance rates. 

Have Little 

Under the provisions of the Oliver law 
the insured have only one recourse if 
they feel they are being charged an ex- 
¢essive rating and that it is to apply to 
the Insurance Commissioner, who would 
have to investigate the entire insurance 
system in the State before he could make 
any recommendation, opponents of the 
law say. That would take too long, it 
is argued, because there are 500,000 fire 
insurance policies in force in Missouri. 
The Oliver law contains no provision 
under which the insured are to be con- 
gulted at the time their fire insurance 
fates are regulated, it is said, and this

‘Other Employers, Who Denied 


Poor Pay Caused Immorality, 
Announce Increases. 


By Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, March  8.—That 


wages contribute to the downfall of 
women, was admitted today by Ed- 
ward Hillman, head of a department 
store which employs a thousand wom- 
en and girls, and who testified before 
the State Senate Vice Commission. 

He differed with several millionaire 
employers of women and girls, who 
Were examined on Friday and who 
denied that wages had anything to do 
with the immorality of women. 

Hillman was astonished when mem- 
bers of the Commission informed him 
that there was a high percentage of 
immorality among the women em- 
ployes of department stores. ; 

He asserted that he would suffer a 
twinge of conscience if he learned 
one of his employes had been forced 
to sell her virtue to live. 

When Lieutenant-Governor O’Hara 
asked him if he ever investigated per- 
£0ns seeking employment to find if 
they could live on the salary offered, 
he replied: 

“It’s a goog idea. I promise you P!l 
hire an investigator right away.” 

Publisher Is a Witness. 

John Mack Glenn, secretary of the II- 
linois Manufacturers’ Association, also 
testified at the morning session. 

Glenn was called as a witness con- 
cerning the charge he had made in an 
editorial in the Manufacturers’ News. 
This editorial frankly suggested the 
Iieutenant-Governor was conducting the 
present examination to force State 
street stores to advertise in the Hearst

~Glenn defiantly stated that he wrote 
the editorial on informatfon and_ belief 
and stated it still was his belief that 
there. existed a strong -friendship be- 
tween O’Hara and Andrew Lawrence. 
When told he was mistaken, Glenn of- 
fered to print a retraction. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor indicated that he would 
geek redress in the courts. 

A letter was received from Mandel 
Bros. stating that house had decided to 
raise the salaries of all girls 14 years 
old from $3 to $% a week. A question 
elicited the information that the change 
affected eight employes. 

An offer also was received from James 
Simpson, vice-président of Marshall 
Field & Co., agreeing to open the books 
of the company to examination by the 
commission on condition that the fig- 
uers be kept from the general public. 

The committee did not definitely de- 


-cide what reply to formulate, although 


the chairman said he was of the opinion 
that the work of the commission and 
the information it obtained was _ the 
property of the people of the State. 
Lowest Wage #3 a Week, 

Hillman, who was the first witness, 
was emphatic in his statement that he 
felt a moral responsibility for the condi- 
tions of the girls employed. He said the 
lowest wages were $3 to errand girls. A 
former errand girl now earns $27 as as- 
sistant cashier, he said. The highest 
salary paid to women not department 
heads is $30, he said. He thought a 
minimum “living wage’’ should be about 
$9 a week. 

The witness declared his office door 
always is open to the complaints of 
girls. He pointed out that the old-fash- 
foned days when the head of a firm di- 
rected the business from a desk was 
past. 

He said he was about the store most 
of the time, and personally watched 
over the women and girls, and the con- 
ditions surrounding them. 

Hilliman testified that seven floor- 
walkers had been discharred for at- 
tempting to exert an evil influence over 
the girls. 

Other State street stores were at once 


warned of these men, and a check was 


put on their activities in the loop dis- 
trict. 
Refuses to Tell Profits, 

Hillman promised to co-operate with 
the commission in its efforts to better 
conditions among working women and 
get a minimum wage law. He refused 
to give the profits of his concern until 
he had talked with his counsel. 

“Mr. Hillman, do you connect low 
wages with immorality among women?” 
asked Chairman O'Hara, 

“In some cases I might and in others 
I might not.”’ 

“Suppose a girl is getting $8 a week 
and it costs her $10 to live on the bare 
necessities of life. Is she well fortified 
tc. resist temptation?” 

“Yes, I think so." 

“There are women who would starve 


‘before yielding to temptation.” suggest- 


ef the chairman. 

“Yes, absolutely,” replied the witness. 
“And there are women would go wrong 
before they would starve?”

PROSECUTOR LOSES HOPE 


Conviction. Not. Possible, Says 
Assistant Attorney, Who With- 
draws From Case. 





LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 8.—Clar- 
ence S. Darrow’s second trial on a jury- 
bribery charge ended today in a dis- 


agreement. Eight jurors were for con- 
viction and four held out for acquittal. 

Darrow immediately demanded a new 
trial and District Attorrrey John D. 
Fredericks said he could have one. 

After further parley, Judge Conley, 
on his own motion, fixed March 31 as 
the date for a new trial, which will be 
the third on charges almost identical. 

Darrow thanked the court and added: 

“T'll fight it out; «4 should have been 
acquitted on the evidence and I shall 
surely fare bettér next time.’’ 

“IT was confident,’ said Fredericks. 
“that this jury would convict, and in 
consequence had not considered the 
possibility of a new trial. But it is 
my practice’ to bring important cases 
to trial again after a disagreemernt.’’ 

Darrow was bonded at $10,000 under 
the Bain indictment. Hé*will remain at 
liberty under the bond pending final 
disposition of the case. 

Jury Once Everly Divided. ; 

Twelve ballots were taken by the jury, 
and the best Darrow had any time was 
six jurors. That was early in the bal- 
loting, a-d in a short time two were 
won over by those who desired convic- 
tion. The jury never, at -any time, 
stood 11 for conviction and ono for ac- 
quittal. 

Foreman [TYettingill, whose request 
for instructions when the jury first 
reported shortly after 10 o’clock, was 
construed to that effect, said he meant 
no such thing. Eight to four was tne 





nearest the jury ever came to a decision, 
i he said. 


-; The failure of the jury to agree was 
Peceived , with varied emotions. Dar- 
‘Yow, himself,. nervous under the strain 
of waiting 38% hours for the jury to 
report, seemed to regard the aisagree- 
ment as a relief.

He met reports that the prosecution 
might not press the case again with 
the declaration that he would not rest 
content with freedom, his character 
smirched by the ‘‘not proved” character 
of the result today. 

The prosecution admittedly was dis- 
appointed. W. J. Ford, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, declared he would not 
pacticipate in a re-trial of the case, 
as he felt that a conviction was im- 
possible, after the failure in the trial 
just closed.

Darrow’s friends flocked about him, 
grasped his hands, sympathized with 
him over his failure to obtain an 
acquittal and expressed the belief that 
his third trial would end as he de- 
sired. 

Darrow’s second trial occupied 48 
days, a little more than half the time 
consumed by the first, which ended 
in an acquittal after the jurors had 
deliberated 33 minutes. 

In both cases the allegations were 
substantially the same, except that 
in the one George N. Lockwood, a 
prospective juror, was alleged to have 
been bribed and in the second Robert 
N. Bain, a sworn jufor in the McNa- 
mara case, was the _ receipient of 
money paid by Bert H. Franklin, who 
in his confesston alleged that he was 
acting under the direction of Darrow.

His Brother, a St. Louisan, Says 
Life Work Will Be Published ° 
in London. 





After 40 years spent in original re- 
search in an effort to show to tne world 
that the King James translation of the

James version is the one 
which today is in common us. It is 
the result of a study and trinsilation 
made by the Protestant ministers of 
England at the order of Kine games. 
The codices or original manus:riyts of 
the Bible which Guy spent a iifetime 
in studying differ but slightly frem the 
King James translation he found. The 
work was started by Guy in the belief 
that the result of centuries of reprint- 
ing is full of inaccuracies, but a life- 
long study convinced him that !i6 was 
mistaken. However, by his wi] the 
fruits of his 40 years of work are to be 
given to the -world. 

Edward Alexander Guy died recently 
in New York City. He was a brother of 
William Evans Guy of 10 Portland place, 
whom he named executor of his estate. 
The will, which was filed last Thurs- 
day in Hamilton, O., in which county 
the testator resided, provided funds 
which William Evans is requested 
to use in publishing the results of his 
brother’s lifelong work. 

Guy told a Post-Dispatch reporter yes- 
terday that as yet he had been unable 
to locate the manuscript which his 
brother left, but that he believed it to 
be in Washington, D. C., and that as 
soon as it could, be located he would 
take steps to comply with the reguest. 

The publishing expenses will be high, 
as special type and presses will have to 
be used and the work will have to be 
Cone in London. Guy says that no pub- 
lishing house in this country is equipped 
to handle the work. ..The book, when 
completed, will have little commercial 
value, as it will be of interest only to a 
narrow circle of scholars. 

Studied for Ministry. 

Edward Alexander Guy graduated with 
classical honors at Miami University in 
1867. He then became a student in 
Princeton Theological Seminary with 
the idea of becoming a minister. 

After two years in Princeton he mda- 
triculated at the Geneva Theological 
Seminary in Geneva, Switzerland, and it 
was while he was studying there that 
he conceived the idea of making a life 
study of the codices. He believed the 
King James version was not a litera! 
translation. 

He had been left independently rich 
yy his mother, and used his own funds 
for the work. His course of study took 
him to all the famous libraries in the 
world. 

He spent a number of years in London 
at the British National Museum, where 
the Codex Alexandrinus is kept. In 
Paris he found the Code & Ephraemi in 
the National Library, at the Vatican in 
Rome the Codex Vaticanus and in St. 
Petersburg the Codex Sinaiticus. 

There are many other codices of lesser 
he found in different parts 
The Codex Sinaiticus is 
authentic. It was

Codices All in Greek. 

The codices were copied about the 
fourth century on vellum in the mon- 
asteries and each is in a different script, 
although all are in Greek. 

In the book to be published there will 
be four translations. The Codex Sin- 
aiticus will be printed in the first col- 
amn, the modern Greek translation in 
the second, the, King James versidn in 
the third and Guy’s version in the last. 
The last two will be in English. 

About 1880, while Guy was at work, 
the revised translation was made by a 
Congress of American and_ English 
scholars. This book was never taken up 
universally. 

William E. Guy said yesterday that 
the Revised Version differed somewhat 
from that of his brother, but ‘not mater- 
ially. 

“A number of years ago my 
told me that the differences Were 
vital.”’

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 8.—The 
press was excluded from today’s hear- 
ing of the investigation of private sani- 
tariums now being made here by a com- 
mittee appointed Ly the Hospital and 
Health Board. A member of the com- 
mittee said pubffeation of the testimony 
might have a painful effect. 

Since the beginning of the hearing 
much sensational testimony has been 
adduced. Witnesses testified that at the 
Burnett Snnitarium attendants had 
beaten Peter Reimer of York, Neb.. to 

that three men died alone in 
rooms without medical attention; 
an epileptic was knocked down 
his face bandaged until only the 
nostrils were visible in order to sup- 
press his complaints; that an old man 
was strapped to a bed and a towel tied 
over his face after a guard had threat- 
ened him with death, and that that 
night the man was found dead; that W. 
E. Pierce, Pleasant Hill, Mo., 84 years 
old, and suffering only from childish- 
ness, was strapped to his cot “to save 
trouble.’’ 

Robert Hauck, Pleasant Hill, who en- 
tered the place in 1900, said his clothes 
were taken from him, and he wore noth- 
ing but a,red blanket for three months.

today, three strangers entered the front

One of them, drawing two revolvers, 
commanded the players to form a line 
along the wall.

London Cables Appointment of 
Cleveland’s Premier Would 
Be Pleasing. 


G. W. GUTHRIE FOR ITALY 


E. F. Goltra Considered for 
Mexico Post and Col. Harvey 
for Big Commission. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The 
shunting of applicants for diplomatic 
posts from the White House to the 
State Department continues today 
with the same vigor which marked 
the work on the first day of the 
Wilson administration. Out of the 
many interviews, handshakes and 
conferences one conclusion was 
reached by President Wilson and 
Secretary of State Bryan. It was: 

Richard Olney of Massachusetts, 
Attorney-General and Secretary of 
State in Grover Clevelard’s last ad- 
ministration, can have the Ambassa- 
dorship to the Court of St. James if 
he wants it. Olney has not yet had 
the tender of the post, but it is 
known that within the next few days 
it will go forward. Olney will be 
persona grata at London. 

There was some doubt about the 
latter yesterday when the President 
and. Secretary of State finally con- 
cluded that Olney would be a good 
man to represent the United States 
to Great Britain. It was believed in 
some quarters that the connection of 
Olney with the Venezuela claims 
commission would be sufficient 
cause for England to put the ban on 
him. A cable to London disproves 
this and showed the appointment of 
Olney would be regarded as an honor 
conferred, on England. 

Richard Olney was born in Oxford, 
Mass., Sept. 15, 183. He is an LLB. 
of Harvard and LLD. of Harvard, 
Brown and Yale. -_He was admitted to 
the bar in 1859 and was married to Miss 
Agnes P. Thomas in 1860. 

As Secretary of State, Olney startled 
the British Government by his dispatch 
to the British Foreign Office, announc- 
ing in peremptory terms that the 
United States was paramount in Vene- 
zuela. It was provoked by the deter- 
mination of Great Britain to enforce 
by arms a British claim against Vene- 
vuela: Arbitration was thé upshot of it. 

It was said at the White House today 
that, next to National Chairman Mc- 
Combs, Augustus Thomas. of New 
York and. St. Louis, the playwright, 
was foremost’in President Wilson’s con- 
sideration for Ambassador to France. 
McCombs is said not to have made up 
his mind whether he will accept the 
place. . 

George W. Guthrie, Democratic State 
Chairman of Pennsylvania, is said to 
be slated for the Ambassadorship to 
Italy. It is reported that Joseph E.

N looking forward to the respon- 
| sibilities I am about to assume, 
I feel, first, last, and all the 
time, that I am acting in a repre- 
sentative capacity. Some men have 
been slow to observe, but the ma- 
jority of us have seen that the 
people of the United States have 


not alone for the good of all, but for 
their own advantage, because until it 
is done the banking interests cannot 
expect to enjoy the confidence of the 
country and to have the problems 
peculiar to their business settled in 
an unprejudiced temper. 

Further, and as the fourth of our 


expressed a definite choice. I am 
one of the instruments through whom 
that choice is to be exercised, but I 
am for the time, and that choice is 
for the long future. The American 
people have turned their faces in a 
definite direction, and any party, 
any man, who does not go with them 


.In that direction they will reject, 


and they ought to reject. 

I am bidden to interpret as well 
as I can the purposes of the people 
of the United States, and to act, 
in so far as my purpose determines 
the action, through the instrumen- 


Atality of persons who likewise rep- 


resent that choice. I have no lati- 
tude in the matter. My sacred 
honor is involved, and nothing more 
could be at stake. Therefore I shall 
not .be acting in a partisan spirit 
when I nominate progressives—and 
only progressives. I shall be act- 
ing as a representative of the people 
of this great country. 

It is a supreme pleasure to me to 
find in every direction, as I turn 
from one group to another, that 
men’s minds and n‘en’s consciences 
and men’s purposes are yielding to 
that great impulse that now moves 
this nation as a ‘whole. Therefore I 
do not anticipate any serious divi- 
sions of counsel in the Democratic 
party as a national body. Indeed, 
I find in it every evidence of soli- 
darity. It is,.led by men who are ab- 
solutely free to do what they have 
promjsed to do, and who realize that 
the very life of the party depends 
on its Hiving up to its pledges. Our 
party has been trusted by the voters 
of.the country, and it is going to re- 
deem this trust with performance. 

The Democratic party now stands 
or falls as it redeems or does not re- 
deem the pledges it has made to the 
yoters of the United States. ‘““We, the 
people,” as the Constitution begins, 
are about to see whether or not we 
own our Government, and if the men 
who have been put in office go back 
on the people now. I, for one, hope 
that they will be publicly execrated 
for the rest of history and held up to 
the contempt of mankind. 

But I may reiterate what I have 
already said; that the business future 
of this country does not depend upon 
the Government of the United States. 
It depends upon the business men of 
the United States. This nation is 
full of honorable men who have car- 
ried on large commercial enterprises 
in a manner sanctioned both by their 
consciences and their interpretation 
of the laws. But they have had their 
eyes so close to their ledgers, they 





_have had their energies so absorbed 


in the undertakings with which they 
were individually identified, that they 
have not raised their eyes from their 
books and papers, have not seen how 
the things they were doing stood re- 
lated to the fortunes of mankind un- 
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which they are to engage in the fu- 


ture. The nation cannot move suc- 
cessfully onward and upward save 
by concert of purpose and of judg- 

ment. Progress made under the spur 
of the law is generally imperfect and 
seldom permanent. 

As I have specified at other times, 
the problems of the immediate future 
consist of four sets of things that 
have to be done, First and foremost, 
we must husband and administer the 
common resources of this country for 
the common benefit. Reservation is 
not a rounded palicy of conservation. 
But until the business men of Amer- 
ica declare themselves willing to hus- 
band and to administer, as if for oth- 
ers as well as for their own profit, 
the natural resources of the country, 
it will be immensely difficult to de- 
vise a process of general use. 

Raw materials, in the second place, 
indigenc us to this country must be at 
the disposal of everybody in the 
United States upon equal terms. By 
this I do not mean that the Govern- 
ment must determine the _ precise 
terms upon which:they are to be 
available, but that there shall be no 
discrimination among those who are 
to have access to these resources. 

Analogous to open ways to raw ma- 
terials, and necessary thereto, is the 
third thing to be done. The credit 
of this country must be put at the 
disposal of everybody upon the same 
terms. Not only that, but credit must 
be made available with equal readi-

general purposes, we must, see to it 
that the business of the United States 
is set absolutely free of every form 
of monopoly. There was a time—and 
it will come again—when this country 
was able to take care of itself. The 
United States will be abundantly able 
to take care of itself when its ener- 
gies are fully realized, and no man is 
afraid of any other man; when one 
person has the same right and the 
same opportunity to conduct an in- 
dependent business that every other 
individual has; when, every man 
knows that the business community 
is open for him to enter. and that 
he wili be welcome, Then there will 
come a season of prosperity in this 
country never known or dreatned of— 
but not until then. I reiterate: -You 
cannot have prosperity personally 
conducted. 

Some people have the idea that I 
love a fight for the fun of it.. A 
friend of mine told me that I remind- 
ed him of a Highlander’s dog... The 
dog was looking very dejected one 
day, and his owner was asked what 


was the matter with him. He said:. 


‘“‘He can nae jus’ get eneuch o’ fech- 
ten’.””. He was not able to find any 
dog that would give him satisfaction. 

But, really, that is not in the least 
my temperament. I am by nature 
very tame, and amenable person, but 
I do love to feel in my blood the 
splendid thrill of fighting for some- 
thing, something that is bigger than 
myself, and trying, for the time at 
least, to think I’m as big as the thing 
I am fighting for. There is in that 
solid satisfaction. 

I believe that a majority of the 
American people are today saying 
something like this: ‘“‘We have set 
forward on the journey that is ahead 
of us. We have found the old road, 
and we are going to follew it: and 
anybody is welcome to come along 
with us that wants -to.” Certainly 
that is my own attitude. If my 
advice is heeded, we are not going 
to recall whether a person tried to 
find other roads or not, provided 
he comes along. But we are not 
going to take his word for it: we 
are going to look around and see if 
he is keeping step. Because he must 
get there when we get there, and 
he must get there by the same road 
we get there, or else he is not of 
‘It. will not be mili- 
tary discipline, but the roll will have 
to be called occasionally, that we 
may see who is present or accounted 
for. There are some gentlemen who, 
I fear, think that I have entertained 
bitter feelings toward them. They 
are particularly those whom I would 
love to see and grasp hands with at 
the end of the journey.

Efficiency Marks First Four Days 
of New President’s Admin-

RESTS IN THE EVENING 


Spends Recreation Time in 
White House or at Theater— 
Tumulty Is Popular. 


‘WASHINGTON, March 8.— Presi- 
dent Wilson divided his time today 
between discussion of prospective ap- 
pointments with members of his Cab- 
inet and legislative policies with 
memberg of Congress. 

He cleared his desk for the day at 
4 p. m. and’ took a leng automobile 
ride with Mrs. Wilson, coming back 
to the White House at dinner time, 
his face aglow with the flush of win- 
try air. Tonight the President sought 
recreation at the theater, where he 
occupied a box. 

Four days work in the White House 
have moved by as smoothly as if its 
occupant had been there for years. 
Though the President has had a long 
list of engagements every day, the 
work has been far from exhausting. 

The pregs. of detail which held 
Wilson in ita grip while he was Gov- 
ernor of New Jersey and preparing 
at the same time for the presidency, 
is now relieved by an office of well- 
trained assistants and the transfer 
to his Cabinet members of the chief 
‘burdens of the sifting process with 
respect to appointments. 

The President listens patiently to 
his visitors, dispatches his business 
quickly, takes.a spin in outdoor air, 
signs his day’s mail and settles him- 
self to an evertiig in the White 
House’ or at the theater, with a 
satisfaction that'be-is making speedy 
prégress into his new tasks. 

Everything Runs Smoothly. 

The double stream of State affairs 
and national influences with which 
he was flooded at Trenton has given 
way toa quiet, easy running system 
here. He has been able to take hold 
of his new responsibilities with an 
equanimity..and,ease which he has 
not enjoyed for several months. 

Into his spacious office have come 
numerous callers. Those who have 
called on him both here and at Tren- 
ton say he ig as non-committal as 
ever about promising appointments 
to those who come to make recom- 
mendations and as quick and to the 
point as he always, has been in dis- 
cussing general policies. 

In the office adjacent sits Secretary 
Joseph P. Tumulty, already a favorite 
with the newspaper. correspondents. Tu- 
multy met half a hundred correspond- 
ents today and outlined that the policy 
of the administration would be one of 
utter frankness and candor. 

Scenes politically unusual have given 
official Washington no end of :gossip 
for the week-end. William Jennings 
the new 
Secretaries of State and Navy respect- 
ively, both for. a long time workers for 
Democracy, come and ge in the White 
House with a.frmequency. that symbolizes 
the change ip, administration. Jubi- 
lant Democrats who flood the White 
House to gaze in curiosity on the spec- 
tacle of Democratic power, go away in- 
spired with satisfaction at sight of 
the fruits of their victory. 


To Formulate Policies Soon. 
Thus far the new administration has 


done little besti®s getting physically 
organized. Next week, it is expected 
tthe members of the Cabinet will be- 
gin, with the President, to formulate 
the new policies of the Wilson regime. 
The President, too, will begin work 
then on his special message. 

Though the President has not finally 
made up his mind on what he will 
recommend, his present intention is to 
devote his message exclusively to the 
tariff, pointing out currency reform as 
the next legislative goal. 

The Presidént now has had an op- 
portunity to'-get into intimate touch 
with his Cabinet advisers. He never 
had met Attorney-General McReynolds 
or Secretary Lane of the Interior De- 
partment before inauguration day. 

Curiosity as’ to what impelled some 
of the selections brought the explana- 
tion from some of the President’s 
friends that Wilson believed that both 
the War and Interior Departments 
should be managed by trained lawyers 
able to render. constructfve opinions. 

The Philippine problem and the ad- 
ministratiof of the Canal Zone influ- 
ericed Wilsdn, it is known to pick Secre- 
ary Garrison because of his. long ex- 
perience on the equity bench in New 
Jersey.

Secretaryship Goes to J. M. 
Baker After Inquiry Into Al- 
leged Fliers in Cotton.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The reor- 
ganization of the Senate, so far as its 
chief officers is concerned, was com- 
pleted this afternoon by the election 
of James M. Baker to be Secretary. 
The place pays $6500 a year and carries 
many minor positions. It has been‘held 
for years by Charles G. Bennett, former 
Representative from a Brooklyn dis- 
trict. 

Joseph R. Wilson, brother of the 
President, an active candidate for the 
secretaryship, on the first ballot got 
9 votes as compared with 23 for Baker 
and 9 for Robert M. Gates, a newspaper 
correspondent. John W. Kellar, the 
candidate of Senator O’Gorman, re- 
ceived only two votes. On the second 
ballot Baker obtained the necessary .25 
votes required for election. 


Called Before Caucus. 
Before the balloting began Baker was 


called before the Democratic caucus to 
answer certain charges made against 
him. The chief allegation was that he 
had dabbled in cotton futures. He was 
cross-examined for more than an hour. 
The sentiment among those present 
seemed to be that if every Senator who 
took an occasional flier in stocks was 
brought before the caucus there would 
be nobody left to sit on the case. 

Thomas W. Keller was*chosen to be 
assistant doorkeeper. 

An announcement was made by Chair- 
man Kern that no report could be sub- 
mitted from the Committee on Com- 
mittees. He said many Democratic 
Senators had not yet submitted their 
preferences. He hoped this work could 
be taken up Monday.

FARMER IS FOUND: 
DEAD AFTER Ht 
STABS HIS WIFE 


John Riebling of Columbia Bot- 
toms Swallows Carbolic Acid 
in His Barn. 





A verdict of suincide was returned by 
a Coroner’s jury yesterday in the case 
of John Riebling, a farmer living near 
Fish Lake, in the Columbia Bottoms, 
whose body was found in his barn 
Thursday night after he had wounded 
his wife with a pocket knife. 

Mrs. Riebling filed suit for divorce at 
Waterloo, Ill., two weeks ago, alleg- 
ing that her husband was a habitual 
drunkard. They had been married more 
than 20 years, and had two sons almost 
grown and three younger children. 

Riebling, when served in the suit, went 
to a lawyer and asked ‘him to get 
case dismissed. The attorney drew up a 
paper instructing Mrs. Riebling’s attor- 
ney to dismiss the suit, and instructed 
him to obtain her signature to it. 

The farmer went home Thursday 
night, took his wife into the parlor 
and locked the door. Their second son, 
Arthur, 18 years old, and the three 
younger children were fin the kitchen 
with Henry Mosbacher, a visitor. 

Soon they heard from behind the 
locked door the sounds of ‘a scuffle, 
the overturning of chairs, and Mrs. 
Riebling’s screams. Arthur Riebling 
broke down the door with his shoulder 
and saw his father striking at his 
mother with a knife. 

After. a short battle between the two 
men, the father was disarmed and left 
the house. Mosbacher ran to a neigh- 
bor’s house where there was a telephone 
and summoned aid from Henry Reichen- 
bach of Columbia, Ill., who is State’s 
Attorney of Monroe County. 

Reichenbach swore out a warrant 
charging Riebling with assault with at- 
tempt to kill, and sent Constable John 
Honold to serve it. 

While searching the premises for 
Riebling, Honold came upon his body 
in the barn. Beside it lay a bottle 
which had contained carbolic acid.

The seventeenth annual banquet of the 
Pike County colony fn St. Louis, held 
last night at the Planters Hotel, was 
notable by the absence of Speaker 
Champ Clark, whom the speakers hailed 
es “the greatest of Pike Countyans.”

sociation elected an- Executive Commit- 
tee composed of policemen representiag 
the various districts. Caudle was elect- 
ed in the Carr Street District and Volk 
in the Deer Street District. When the 
two men met at the first meeting Caudle 
told Volk he would have to get out 
of the Executive Committee. ’ Volk 
wanted to know why. 


‘Because you were one of that Healy 
crowd,”’ said Caudle, “and I do not !n- 
tend to serve on any committee with 
you, 

Volk reminded Caudle that he had 
been vindicated by the Police. Board, 
but said that rather than have any 
trouble with Caudle he would resign. 
The same evening he resigned, and Cav- 
dle, as president, accepted the resigne- 
tion. There was no comment on Volk’s 
action by other members of the commit- 
tee. 

The Deer Street District, however, aft- 
er learning from Volk why he had ‘re- 
signed, re-elected him, and he was preSe 
ent at the February meeting of the 
committee. 

Caudle, after calling the meeting to 
order, told the members that he would 
resign. Patrolman Cornelius Bolan 
wanted to know why, and Caudle re- 
ferred to Volk as “one of the Healy 
crowad.”’

At 
that I never go into the ring without a 
second who knows his business, and I 
rely on his suggestions a good deal. 

-‘When I went back to my corner af- 
ter that first round I asked my second 
how I was going. 

“*You can step along a little faster 
and use the left a little more,’ he said. 

“Now, as to the lucky punch. It was 
lucky in the way that you can’t always 
get the opening that you want as soon 
as you want it. I gave him the left and 
his head rocked back and his jaw stuck 
cut, and my right, which half followed 
the left, was only about eight or ten 
inches away. Why, I might have made 
& dozen tries and not found that exact 
vpening! 

“Say, it was a beauty,” said Ray, with 
a broad grin, “just made to order and 
quick as a flash I saw it and whiffed 
the right over on the point and the 
money was mine.

Whenever the question of unnec- 
essary noise so far as automobile 
horns and other types of warning 
signals are concefned comes up in a 
community, about the first thing the 
investigator discovers is, that the 
person who has just become a mo- 
torist is usually inclined to violate 
both the speed and the noise ethics.

Secretary Bryan Begins Investi- 
gation of Charges Against 
Ambassador Wilson. 


SUCCESSOR TO BE-NAMED 


Consular Reports Show Active 
Rebellions in Several of 
Mexican States. 
EO 

WASHINGTON. March 8.—There have 
been two distinct results of the revela- 
tions in the Post-Dispatch that the 
State Department and Ambassadur Hen- 
ry Lane. Wilson are responsible for the 
overthrow of the Madero ioe toggle in 
Mexico. 

The first is that the lid is to be pried 
off and a complete investigation of the 


uprising in Mexico City on Feb. ¥ is to 
be made by the State Departmeni. 

The second, just as important in the 
opinion’ of the new administration, is 
the decision of President Wilson and 
Secretary of State Bryan to appcint a 
successor to Ambassador Wilson c# soon 
as possible. 

Until the investigation already begun 
by Secretary Bryan is completed and 
Ambassador Wilson's’ successor is 
named, President Wilson and his Sec- 
retary of State will not take the public 
into their confidence. 

The two names so far most consid- 
ered for the Mexican post are. Repre- 
sentative James L. Slades of San An- 
tonio, Tex., and John R. de Saulles of 
New York. The President and Bryan 
were in conference today and had diplo- 
matic appointments under consideration, 
but when Bryan left the White House 
he said he had nothing to say at this 
time as to who would be Ambassador 
Wilsen’s successor. _ 

Henry Lane Wilson was born in Craw- 
fordsville, Ind., Nov. 3, 1857. He was 
editor of the Lafayette (Ind.) Journal 
1882-1885 and from 1885 to 1896 he prac- 
ticed law and engaged in banking in 
Spokane, Wash. He received his first 
appointment to the diplomatic service 
June 9, 1897, when he was named Min- 
ister to Chile. Next he was sent as 
Minister to Belgium. 

Battle Imminent in Sonora. 

Dispatches from Mexico today show 
a continued state of revolt in the North 
and that if the reports from Mexico City 
are true a battle betwéen the forces of 
Huerta, head- of the Government de 
facto, and Gen. Carranza, héad of, the 
rebels in the State of Sonora, is im- 
minent. 

The consular agent at Guaymas re- 
ported that “railway apd telegraphic 


‘| communication has been destfeyed by 
| opponents-of the Federal Government 
between .Guaymas and Hermosillo, the} 


capitol of Sonora, where the State 
troops are in control. The agent adds 
that the Federal troops at Guaymas 
have been ordered to march on Her- 
mosillo. 

Consul Garrett at Laredo reports 
that a body of Maderistas are open- 
ing in the vicinity of Lampasas, 75 
miles south of that city. The consu? 
adds that bridges were repaired and 
a trains passed to Monterey March 6, 
put that more bridges were destroyea 
in the vicinity of Lampasas on the 
same night and tthe train service to 
the interior is again interrupted. The 
consul states that the telegraph lines 
are.cut and that railroad and ex- 
press companies refuse to accept 
freight for shipment to the interior 
of Mexico through Laredo. 

Consul Hamm telegraphs from Du- 
rango that there have been seriv.s dis- 
orders in the Laguna District. The 
forces of Choco Campas refusing to 
go North by train became mutinous 
and committed robberies in the vi- 
cinity of Torreon and Gomez Palacio. 

However, a large force of troops 
under the former rebel leader, Ar- 
gumendo, arrived in time to prevent 
more serious trouble. Campos’ troops 
were reported to be a few miles Exagt 
of Torreon and their attitude proble- 
matical. The consul reports also that 
San Pedro, 40 miles northeast of Tor- 
reon, has been captured by Carranea’s 
troops after an all-night fight. He 
adds that the government is under- 
taking an energetic campaign and 
rushing troops into the disaffected 
section. 

The consul at Juares reports that 
yesterday a special train carrying a 
number of self-appointed peace com- 
missioners departed for Mexico City, 
all attempts to hold a conference on 
American soil having failed. 

Reports are that more bridges have 
been destroyed on the Northwestérn 
Railway, 70 miles south of Juarez. 


Parral Still Isolated. 
The consul at Chihuahua telegraphed 


last evening that Parral still remains 
isolated. The Federals are reported to 
be still holding the town after active 
fighting with the volunteers and strong 
reinforcements are said to have been 
dispatched to the aid of the Federals. 
The consul reports that yesterday the 
deposed Governor of the State was sent 
to Mexico City for imprisonment there; 
that the number of volunteers in arms in 
the State appears to be considergble, 
but they do not seem to have a common 
leader or to be acting in concert with 
each other. The manager of the Mex- 
ican Northern Light and Power Co. has 
telegraphed the consul that Maderista 
rebels caused the suspension of the com- 
pany’s work for a period of 10 days, but 
that operations have been resumed. 

The Ambassador telegraphs that a 
large number of Federal troops as well 
as revolutionists who have submitted to 
the Huerta Government are being dis- 
patched to Sonora and the border gener- 
ally both by rail and water. There has 
been some delay due to the cutting of 
railways. A large force is being con- 
centrated at different points in the State 
of Coahuila to dperate against Gov. Car- 
ransa and his forces. The troops of 
Gen. Orozco. are being dispatched to 
Zacatecas and he himself is on his way 
to Mexico City to hold a conference with

With a keen- 
ness ji’ e thet of Sherlock Holmes he developed a 
science cf ol servation until he seemed able to 
recognize a deserter by instinct. As a conse- 
quence. in eicht years he arrested 5000 of Uncle 
Sam's fugitives and collected rewards aggregating 
about $20,009. 

This professional Nemesis of deserters is Col. 
Charles H Hastell, who began his career as a 
pewspaper reporter and was until recently Chief 
of Pelice at St. Josenh, Mo. In between lhe was a 
United Stetes Denuty Marshal and an officer in 
the Missouri National Guard. 

During a number of years he nas increased 
tie salaries of his various jobs through his unique 
avocation of running down deserters, displaying 


} such s' ill and industry that he earns from this 


souree an average of $2500 a year. For one ban- 
ner week, during which he caught five deserters 
in one batch -and three in another, his extra 
poc’et money amounted to $400. 

He is said td have first gaifed an idea of the 
new enterprise he was to establish from the acci- 
dertal arrest of an army truant, such as any po- 





lieeman might make. No doubt the $50 he earned 
seemed to him to be “easy money.” Probably 
every .policeman or detective whom a similar 
piece of fortune has befallen has wished that lil-e 
windfalls would often drop in his lap. 

But Haskell Was not a Micawber, waiting for 
something to turn up. He did not sit down and 
wish that another fugitive from the army might 
blunder into his grasp. He began to investigate 
and to reflect on the matter and evolved the fol- 
lowing series of conclusions: 

Each ‘year 3000 soldiers and the same num- 
ver of sailors take French leave from Uncle 
Sam's service. 

These absconders, when surrendered to the 
proper authorities, are worth $50 a head. 

If one could by some system ensnare even 
a small propo-tion of the fugitives he would 
possess a handsome livelihood.

So the Missourian set himself to discover these 
clews, and as his experience grew, was able to 
tabulate quite a body of traits, some picturesque 
and some more or less obvious, which he found 
were common to solders and sailors. 

He found that men who have be.): in the army 
are prone, in unconscious and unwary moments, 
to whistle the bugle calls; and the soft rendition 
of the reveille by some unsuspicious stranger as 
he lounged on a corner or in a cafe led the de- 
serter hawk to many a lucrative pounce. 


When a man, in response to a sharp command 
suddenly given, leaped instinctively to obey, Has- 
kell made sure that he had recently found himself 
in a situation in which strict discipline is en- 
forced, in which it is customary for orders to be 
imperiously given and anxiously obeyed. In other 
words, in the army or navy. 2 

The truant sailor, he observed, could not dis- 
guise a roll in his gait, however slight. whien 
betrayed the habit of equilibrium known as ‘‘sea 
legs. The former soldier stood more erectly, 
held his shoulders more stiffly and walked less 
loosely then other men; and had besides a non- 
civilian habit of clicking his heels together.

Still another trait by which

breeders now said to be well along the road to 
realization. The toy dog is by no means the 
minimum-size limit, according to those who are 
sceking to supply the demand of fashionable folk 
for a “bowwow” of the pocket vaiiety. Breed- 
ers expect to be able to produce the “mouse doz” 
—that is, one not more than four inches long 
and two inches high, and weighing ounces in- 
stead of pounds. 

Already some dog fanciers at the court of Italy 
are experimenting with a new breed of dog in 
the hope of being first to give fanciers the 
“midget.’’ The new dog is called the Lupeto, In 
form and style the Lupétos resemble the Pome- 
ranians, but have finer, silkier coats, light and 
dark brown in color. The present generation of 
these dogs, which are being decized by inbrerd- 


ing, weigh from two to three pounds each. The 
breeder’s aim is tu reduce them unti] they shall 
weigh less than a pound. This will ta e about 
eight or ten more generations. 

Unfortunately, the few near midgets thus far 
produced either do not live or lack vitality. In- 
breeding, if uninterrupted, always r@sults in im- 
beciles and weaxlings. Now and then another 
strain must be added to restore vitalitv and vi- 
rility. When the Italian breeders shall have nit 
upon the happy combination they hope to pro- 
duce a breed called the Lupeto Midget that shall 
be at once healthy and amazingly small. 

A well-known. dog authority, B. Wolfrum, also 
asserts that the mouse dog is bound to come. 
“Whether he will be a midget Lupeto or of some 
other breed, I cannot say. He may come from 
ancestors such as the Pomeranians. They. are 
produced in 12 generations from the German Spitz 
dogs, which weigh from twenty-five to thirty 
pounds. But, whatever the ancestry, the ulti- 


mate midget must be a dog of perfect propor- 
tions and of fairly rugeed constitution. It is 
far easier to breed midget dogs than to produce 
healthy ones. This is the chief difficulty to over- 
come.” : 

The science of breeding canine midgets’ is 
neither a newly developed one, nor is it a product 
of civilization. For centuries the Mexican In- 
diane have been producing the featherweight 
creptures—the Chihushuas. 

When the first white men penetrated the in- 
terior of Mexico they found the tiny Chihuahua 
dogs there. When the first of these dogs were 
brought out of Mexico, fanciers were fired with 
the ambition to breed them down even smaller 

The perseverance of one breeder succeeded 
about three years ago in producing President 
Diaz, a Chihuahua, weighing only one pound at 
mattrity, and the smalrest known dog in the 


whole world.

“there is no telling what may yet be accomplished 
by working with some other breed. I believe that 
the mouse dog is bound to come.”

frage League. This body in reality is at the heud 
of the State movement for woman suffrage, and 


is the nucleus from which and by which the great 


State League is being moulded into form. 

The women conducting the campaign declared 
emphatically while they were seeking to get the 
Legislature to submit an equal suffrage consti- 
tutional amendment to popular vote that the men 
of Missouri would have an opportunity to vote 
cn the question at the November election of 1914, 
no matter what action the Legislature might 
take. If the submission measure were defeated, 
they said, they would begin immediately to get 
petitioners under the State initiative law with 
the same end in view, and they could not possitly 
fail in that, as only about 25,000 signatures are 
necessary. 

It is interesting to note that the suffrage move- 
ment In Missouri is of city origin, and that the 
big struggle for “votes for women” is to be male 
in the smaller cities and towns and amongst the 
farmeis. The city, in effect, will go to the coun- 
try and plead for votes. City women will traverse 
rural regions by all sorts of conveyances, includ- 
ing automobiles, buggies, spring wagons, farm 
wagons, and in some instances, as stated, modi- 
fied and modernized prairie schooners equippe: 
with camping outfits. 


North of the Missouri River, as a rule, the au- 
tomobjle will be used by parties of earnest wom- 
en workers. South of the river, where the roads 
are good, the automobile will be used, but it js 
expected that in a great many counties of Sout))- 
ern Missouri the horse and buggy or the covered 
wagon will be necessary. 

While there are many good roads in the Ozarks, 
or the other hand there are districts of consider- 
able ayea where an automobile canld not find pas- 
sage.

I feel that in this State the conditions are more 
favorable to success than in states like New York 
and Massachusetts, because here we still. believe 
in the efficacy of the ballot as a weapon in the 
war for human rights. Massachusetts, New York

tilal communities in the 
Kast seem to have passed that stage. I doubt if 
20 per cent of the people of Lawrence, Mass., for 
instance, retain any hope that social justice may 
be furthered by the ballot. They are ground down 
by industrial. tvrannies to such a condition that 
they have begun to look for other avenues cf 
ameloration. 

“In Missouri, fortunately, this is not the situa- 
tion, and for this reason I believe that the exten- 
sion of the ballot will be welcomed. We expect 
to win at the polls in 1914, but we have no dispo- 
sition to lie on our oars; we intend to fight for 
the cause until the eve of election day.” 

Mrs. John Livingston Lowes, whose husband is 
professor of English in Washington University, is 
one of the most enthusiastic of the suffrage lead- 
ers.

“The demand for equal suttrage speakers is o- 
ing to be very great in the coming 20 monihs. 
From present indication there will be no less than 
22 states which will vote on equal suffrage 
amendments in 1914. These include such great 
Eastern states as Pennsylvania, and in every sec- 
tion of the country except the extreme Sonth suf- 
frage amendments will come before the people. 
Next vear nine states, according to Jegislative «n- 
actment already known to us, will vote on the 
suffrage question. 

“Already there are nine 
have the vote. so you see that if all the states -in 
which the question is to be voted upon in the next 
two vears carry the amendments, there will be 40 
equal suffrage states—and we do not propose to 
permit Missouri to be left out of that list.” 


Will Use Moving Pictures 
in Suffrage Campaign. 


Another method of placing the cause before the 
people of Missouri will involve the use of moving 
pictures. The campaign managers already have 
begun to arrange for skowing in moving picture 
theaters throughout the State sections of the film 
made at the great suffrage parade and demonstra- 
tion in Washitgton at PreSident Wilson's inan- 
guration. Such other suffrage subjects for mov- 
ing pictures as may dévelop will be used wher- 
ever practicable. 

There are now about a score of equal suffrage 
leagues in Missouri, all growing out of the parert 
st.

It is 
not surprising that hundreds of the guests who 
throng the corridored halls of the home of the 
Presidents and dance in the great East Room 
have yielded to the spell. 

With the acumen for which he is renowned, 
President Roosevelt chose for his entourage not 
only stunning looking men, but, when opporta- 
nity offered, he selected officers who, as mem- 
bers of families famous in the history of the 
country, gave a distinct ‘cachet to his corps. 

From the one mere military officer, at once Su- 
perintendent of Public Buildings and Grounds and 
personal aid to the President, who, prior to Col. 
Roosevelt's advent, had formed the “White House 
Staff,” the list of aids jumped to a fascinating 
half dozen or more. 

They included such names as Lieut. Ulysses S. 
Grant IIL, U. S. A., grandson of the former Pres- 
ident and Civil War hero; Lieut. Walter Minne- 
gerode, U. S. N., scion of the famous family of 
the Southern Confederacy; Lieut. Fitzhugh Lee, 
U §.A., also of a Confederacy family: Lieut. Dan 
C. Bulmer, U. S N., cousin to Mrs. Roosevelt! ; 
Lieut. Ganville Fortescue, U. S. N., cousin to the 
President; Lieut. Philip Sheridan, only son of 
Gen. Philip Sheridan, the “Little Phil.” of the 
duys of ’61-’65; Lieut. Charles L. McCawly, U. 8. 
M. C., the Beau Brummel of a decade of Washing- 
tia guy life, and Capt. Archibald WwW. Butt, U. S., 
A., suldier of fortune and maker of his own ca- 
rec. 

Despite the fact that President Taft increased 
the corps of social aids from six to 12, the matri- 
tmioulal pace set by the Roosevelt ‘administration 
hac mever been equaled. 

One of the most romantic alliances which had 
their inspiration at the White House under the 
Roosevelt regime was that of Miss Arita Poor, 
deughter of Mrs. John Poor, and Lieut. Dan Cc. 
Bulmer, cousin to Mrs. Roosevelt. 

Anita Poor, known to hundreds by sight as the 
“girl with the perfect profile.’ was a beauty and 
s belle. Her wedding followed an ideal courtship, 
with the friendly “Roosevelt/ kin forwarding the 
matter in the thousand little ways which mace 
Mrs. Roosevelt the idol of the younger set. 

A tea at the White House followed the engags- 
ment announcenient, with the White House fam- 
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Just before this time came the marriage cf 
Lieutenant-Commander Archibald W. Davis of the 
White House staff, and pretty little Daisy, Coltun, 
elder daughter of Col. Francis Colton, and sister 
t» the Governor-General of Porto Rico. The 
White House family helped this affaire du coeur 
along, too, and the presence of the Roosevelts 
contributed to the brHliance of the wedding. 

Toward the latter part of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration came the brilliant wedding of Miss Edith 
Root, only daughter of Elihu Root, the premier 
in President Roosevelt's Cabinet, and Lieut. 
Ulysses Grant III. ' 

News of this affair flashed clear around the 
globe. The entire diplothatic corps, flanked by 
officialdom ir dress regalia and the President and 
his family in full forge, contributed to the splen- 
dor of th: occasion. 

Mrs. Victor Clement, known as the “turquoise 
widow,” and Capt. Sidney Cloman, U. 8. A., also 
began their romance at the White House about 
this time. Mrs. Clement belonged to the Sourh

In one of his lectures in Philadelphia he 
spoke of having saved his life when among — ush- 
ongo cannibals by turning loose a mechanical toy 
elephant. The following is the full story of this 
adventure:

Museum to teturn for 
the third time to the 
Congo (where I had pre- 
viously spent seven 
years) ‘to study the an- 
cient civilization of the 
people of. Bushongo, to 
collect specimens of their 
art, and, incidentclly, to 
explore the region lying 
between the Kasai and 
Loange Rivers. M. W. 
Hilton Simpson accompanied me on this journey 
(the first I has not undertaken alone), and to his 
devoted collaboration I am indebted for any good 
results that I may have obtained. 

From the scientific point of view the region to 
be explored promised to be especially important, 
not only because it had never come in touch with 
European or Arab ¢ vilization or adopted habits 
Or more advanced neighbors, but particularly be- 
cause the inhabitants, the Bakongo and the Bash- 
ilele, are the most primitive branch of the high- 
ly civilized Bushongo. Here was an opportunity 
to study an exotic civilization in its different 
stages. 

It is a remarkable fact and characteristic of the 
natives of this: region that whereas the whole of 
the 800,000 square miles of the Belgian Congo 
has been brought under European rule, this nar- 
row strip of land, nowhere broader than 100 miles 
and situated in the very center of the colony, has 
not only preserved its independence, but has even 
prevented all white men from penetrating into it. 

In 1892 a joint Belgo-Portuguese border com- 
niission, composed of George Grenfell, the mis- 
sionary explorer, Commandant Gorin, Lieut. Fro- 
ment, Maj Sarmiento, Lieut. Sarmiento and Senor 
Carvalho, accompanied by 400 soldiers and an im- 
mense number of carriers, was stopped by the 
hostility of the natives, famine and the sma!'pox. 

“We are within 60 miles of the Kasai. and are 
beaten,” wrote Grenfell on March 23, 1893. Since 
then two military expeditions have been sent by 
the Belgian authorities to penetrate the country 
from the east; both were repulsed with consid- 
erable losses, one being entirely annihilated. 

Now, my opinion of the African native is this: 
Civen a chance to talk to him nicely, it is al vays 
possible to get on good terms with him as long as 
he has no apparent reason for distrust; conse- 
quently, and, as my later experience proved 
rightly, I attributed the failure of my predeces- 
sors to the great number of their followers and 
to their military escort. 

I therefore decided to go without a single armed 
man, and accompanied by the smallest possible 
number of carriers, relying for the transport of 
my goods on locally hired men. A.very consider- 
able number of these wou'd, of course, have to 
be found, as the only currency of this country 
consists of iron bars weighing 10 pounds, each 
worth only a dollar. A man can carry about 50 
pounds; thus 200 men were required to transport 
the equivalent of $1000. 

On May 21, 1909, we found ourselves on the 
banks of Loange River, accompanied by 30 men 
only, 26 of whom were cannibals. I had chosen 
these people because every one of them was 
known to me froni my former stay in this region, 
and they stood the test of trying situations splen- 
didly. 

Far be it from me to advocate cannibalisin or 
even try to excuse it, but, to be truthful, I am 
bound to say that many of the nicest, kindest and 
gentlest men I ever met were Congo cannibals. 
Cannibals do no more go about gnashing their 
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teeth at the scared traveler than the average mun

tries to tear a chop out of the sheep he accident- 
ally meets. The victims of cannibalism are most- 
ly men slain in battle or criminals of a strange 
tribe, sentenced to death. 

Once in tie country, a long and weary hunt aft- 
er the paramount chief begam We wanted to 
meet him; he didn’t care to see us. He hated 
the white man, and so strong was his feeling 
against them that any man caught wearing or 
possessing European clothing was instantly sen- 
tenced to death by him and executed. The na- 
tives dared not help us to find him. 

We, however, usually knew whether we were 
approaching his residence or going away from it, 
for in the former case the natives became hos- 
tile, gnd in the latter more friendly. We must 
have been very ‘near him, according to the feeling 
shown by the natives, when we were at the vil- 
lege of Kenge. 

The settlement of the Bakongo at Kenge was 
surrounded by palisades, effective to keep out 
arrows—their only weapons—but of no use 
against rifle bullets. There were two chiefs here, 
one of them openly hostile, the other rather good 
natured. We had not been in Kenge more than 
two days when we were ordered to leave.

AISING fish in a city back yard is a 
R rather remunerative pastime, providing, 
of course, you raise the right kind of 
fish and go about it in an intelligent way. One 
young man in Brooklyn was rewarded to the 
extent of $1200 last year, and the only time he 
devoted to fish culture was before and after of- 
fice hours. He knew a whole lot about fish used 
for pets, and he applied this knowledge in a man, 
ner that would bring the best returns. Gold- 
fish were his specialty. It was not the ordinary 
gold fish one ig accustomed to seeing exhibited 
in small tanks in bird stores, but those hand- 
some ones with silken tails, bulging eyes and 
colorings which remind one of a rainbow. In 
speaking of his hobby he said: 

“One of the cleanest, most intensely interest- 
ing and least troublesome hobbies a person can 
have is that of keeping pet goldfish. Once you 
have experienced the sense of pleasure and in- 
terest that attends the possession of a pair of 
these handsome creatures you have found a 
hobby that will endure. And if you would have 
big returns for your outlay of time and money 
try your hand at raising these pets for the mar- 
ket.” 

This enthusiast last summer successfully raised 
over 20,000 baby Chinese and Indian and Japanese 
goldfish in his back yard. Everything that would 
hold water from dishpans to discarded concrete 
washtubs and olive casks was utilized for the 
purpose.

The book is entitled ‘‘The Different 
West, as Seen by a Transplanted East- 
erner:’’ It is discursive and, one may say, 
excursive, aS it rambles pleasantly from 
St. Louis, Alton, Ste. Genevieve and va- 
rious other midwest places to the author's 
native Litchfield, in Connecticut, to New 
York, Boston, London and elsewhere, in 
search ofsmaterials for comparison. , 

Unlike the average Connecticut Yankee 
who sojourns in this part of the United 
States, Mr. Bostwick does not find the 
country ‘‘new’’ or the inhabitants ‘‘raw.”’ 
He simply finds things ‘“‘different.’’ he 
differences do not amaze nor shock him. 
After reading the book one closes it with 
the impression that Mr. Bostwick is 
pleased with the West, in the main. His 
viewpoint is that of a New Englander who 
has spent many years in library, literary 
and editorial work in New York. 

The appended excerpts from ‘‘The Dif- 
ferent West’’ indicate the attitude of the 
author.

of ptadrie, witre their point of view is bounded 
by the railroad tank and a barb-wire fence.”

on the dial of his development. The “civiliz:- 
tion” ef New York is just as old as that of Lon- 
don, and that of Chicago is as ancient as either. 
They are different—but the difference is not one 
of seniority; the time is past for that. 

The West, in fact, has taken on quite as “old” 
an aspect as the East. It seems absurd to use 
such a word of New York, where the whole city 
above Canal street has sprung up almost within 
the memory of those now living, where whole dis- 
tricts are leveled to the ground and rebuilt in ua 
brief tale of years, and where vast regions in the 
Bronx, covered one day with pastures and truck 
gardens, uve transformed as by magic in a few 
months into solidly built blocks with paved 
streets, parks, and all the concomitants of settled 
city life. It would be easy to pick out tumble- 
down districts in Cnicago, Milwaukee or St. 
Louis far older in atmosphere than these. 

As for smaller places, the difference lies, per- 
haps, in the greater decreptitude or lack of seif- 
respect of certain Western towns and villages. Jt 
is possible for a New England town to remain 
small for a century without losing its dignity or 
its legitimate pride. This may occur also in the 
West; but in the large majority of cases it would 
seem as if failure to expand carried with it the 
loss, or perhaps the failure to acquire, these quaii- 
ties. These places ar> withered -before they are 
ripe; senility overtakes them before they have 
enjoyed a well-considered and respectable middle- 
age. They are slatiernly, dirty and slack—and 
no one cares; why should anyone care, since the 
place hasn’t grown since 1873? 

All this the East m‘sunderstands, in much the 
same way as Europe misunuerstands us all— 
East and West together. To the European eye 
we are all crude, unkempt and slovenly—totally 
occupied in dollar-chasing. Nor is this the only 
particular in which the East-and-West relation 
is similar to the English-American. 


The ability of Eastern people properly to esti- 
mate those from the West suffers from very much 
the same cause that makes it noard for the En- 
glish to “place” Americans. In England certain 
things very nearly always go together. For in- 
stance, certain grades of education, social posi- 
tion, and good-manne*s.

Average Easterner Thinks of 
St. Louis as It Was in 1885. 
HE fallacy * * * of looking at the 
T facts lies, of course, in the assumption 
that the same things characterize the 
same classes here as in England. No- 
where in the United States may we infer a per- 
son's. social or political standing from his educa- 
tion, or any of the three from his manners, but it 
is possible to go farther in this direction in the 
East than in the West. The Easterner knows 
what are the limitations of the method in his own 
section, but within those limitations he attem ts 
to employ it in the West precisely as he would at 
home, and fails in the same way the Englishman 
does. 


The average Easterner who has not seen for 
himself—and some who have seen, but not with 
the eye of understanding—thinks of Chicago, St. 
Louis and Kansas City as they were about 18s5, 
orveven earlier. He does not know, for instance, 
that St. ' suis has practically abandoned her wld 
residence district and built up a new one of grext 
beauty, differing in toto from the old; he thinks 
that steamboats still run up the Missouri Rive. : 
he knows nothing of the great playground system 
ot Chicago, with its wonderful ‘“field-houses” put- 
ting New York and Boston to shame; ne is in- 
credulous wuen he hears of the admirable park 
and boulevard system of Kansas City; to his mind 
the great and growing Western State universities 
still stand as they did when Michigan was the 
only one worth speaking of. Washington avenue, 
St. Louis, has such a pavement as Fifth avenue 
never had and possibly never will have; but he 
thinks of it as deep in mud. It was, once; but 
that daf is long past.

Traditions of the trivial and 
harmless sort, however, they are rapidly picking 
up. Take the “college yell,” for instance. 


Examine the relations between members of a 
university faculty and between these and the stu- 
dents, in the East as compared with the West. | 
have sat in a faculty group in a Western state 
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only in St. Louis, but in other cities, on brilliant 
Street-lighting, much to the improvement of the 
streets, of course, but absolutely without the crea- 
tion of a ‘‘Tenderloin.” 


“The voice of the West,” said Woodrow Wilson 
on a Western trip in 1911, ‘is a voice of protest.” 
In the Kansas-Missouri border warfare just pre- 
ceding the Civil War, the irrepressible conflict 
between North and South broke ort in a charac- 
teristic Western way. The influence of such law- 
lessness as this is hard to eradicate. It showed 
itself in the career of the James brothers and of 
others in more recent times. In certain regions 
of the West as nowhere in the East, there are 
persons with the true brigand spirit of Italy ani 
Corsica. The train robber, to them, is one of 


their own people, misguided perhaps, but to be 


sympathized with, concealed, and even admired. 
This spirit is disappearing, but it still exists. 
“They value good government,” says our kindly 
critic, Mr. Bryce, “but they are tolerant of law- 
lessness hari does not directly attack their own 
interest.’ 

Most Western lawheanese is a survival, and it 
survives not so much from tolerance of the kind 
mentioned by Mr. Bryce as because the Western 
states do not possess the machinery for its suv- 
pression. The machinery is not created because, 
after all, the lawlessness is sporadic and it do*s 


not seem worth while to mount a siege-gun to

UBLIC education has been carried higher up 
p in the West than in the East. Universities 
supported by public taxation are the rule 


unlversity, in the rooms of one of theif number. 
All were merrily jesting and drinking beer, anil 
with them sat the honored president of the uni- 
versity, similarly employed. Many holders of 
Western chairs, if perchance their eyes fall on 
this page, will ask, with open eyes, ‘“‘Well! why 
not?” There is absolutely no reason “why not;’ vf 
but if you go to Cambridge, or New Haven, or 
Princeton to see a similar gathering, you will 
wait until the infernal regions are sheathed with 
a heavy coating of ice. 

I may be wrong; my own acquaintance with 
Eastern faculties is 20 years old. Perhaps they 
have learned some Western customs: I know that 
they have benefited by an influx of Western 
biood. That in itself was almost unheard of 20 
years ago; perhaps some other things have also 
been added unto them. 

Still, however this may be, there is formalism 
rather than comradeship in the attitude of mem- 
bers of an Eastern university faculty toward one 
another, and especially doth the president stand 
or sit aloof. And it is much the same as between 
professor and student. They are much nearer in 
the West than in the East, and it is better for 
both. There is more love and not less respect. 


Any account of education in the West, hovw- 
ever brief and sketchy, would not be complete 
without mention of the part played by this re- 
gion in great extra-scholastic educational move- 
ments such as the formation and affiliation of 
women's clubs and the growth and extension of 
public libraries. Both are due to a recognition 
of? the fact that education does not cease with 
school and college life, and that it is part of our

legitimate business to see that it proceeds on 
proper lines, both in our own cases and in those 
of our companions and fellow citizens. 

In the case of the woman’s club these efforts 
are purely those of private co-opetation; wito 
the library they have proceeded on a public and 
civic basis. Both clubs and libraries have in- 
creased throughout the country, but the part 
played by the West in their multiplication, and 
the hearty recognition given to them there as 
civic agencies, are noteworthy. 

Step by step with the rise of the woman’s club 
in the West has gone that of the ,ubi-* lib‘ary. 
Women’s clubs have been responsible in h:.. 
of cases not only for the inception of the i.brary 
but also for the impulse that kas caused the com- 
munity to undertake its support. In states having 
no adequate library law, women’s clubs have 
worked for such a law and secured its passdge. 

On the other hand, the library has worked for 
and with the women’s club in furthering and car- 
rying on its educational program. The sympathy 
between the two depends not only on their simi-

lar aims, but also on the fact that libraries are so 


largely operated by women assistants. In many 
casés the responsible heads of libraries have been 
women who are also influentiai in club life. All 
this has favored co-operation. 

The so-called library movement of the past 20 
years has been largely an extension of the libra- 
ry’s scope, accompanied by entrance of more 
progressive aud capable workcrs into the library 
field and a consequent wider recognition of the 
library’s worth to the community, expressed espe- 
cialy in increased financial support from the 
public and .iso- in large donations from priva‘e 
sources. 

In this extension, Western libraries have done 
pioneer work. Open access first attracted lib:a- 
rians’ attention as practiced on a large scale in 
the Cleveland Public Library; work with chil- 
dren was dane in Milwau'ee, Cleveland and other 
Western i.braries before it was recognized in the 
East; comniission field-work, as now largely op- 
erated, originated in Western states. Co-opera- 
tion with schools was carried on, on a large scale, 
in St. Louis|'when unheard of in the East. In fact, 
the atmosnhere of free inquiry and experiment, 
characteristic of the West, has made itself felt in 
a peculiarly effective way, in this important edu- 
cational work.

N the West the old French sub-stratum, which

snowed’under. Age, which makes so.we 
things beautiful, independently of the maker's 
will, is acting to some extent in the West as it 
has done earlier in the East; but unfortunately 
the West does not like relics. As a general thing 
only the old appreciate antiquities, and the West 
is still young enough to despise them. 


A love for vee music is one of the things for 
which the West has to thank its German citizens. 
Why the Germans should be the leading music«l 
people in the world is a hard problem to solve; 
they do not look it, wheteas the Latin peoples Je- 
cidedly do. But why, if music is a Teutonic gift, 
did not our own Teutonic forefathers transmit it 
tc us? The English are probably the most unmu- 
sical nation-on earth; what hope there is for us 
Americans we have largely from the leaven of 
other peoples that has been and is working on ts. 


Western place-names are very apt to tell the 
story of early French occupation, They have 
largely retained, seldem translated; but 
their pronunciation has generally been 
ruthlessly anglicized, sometimes  barbarous- 
ly so. This sort of process is in the hands 
of the unlearned part of the community, not of 
the scholars. If the latter controlled it, the for- 
eign pronunciation would doubtless be retained. 
As it is, the French street names in St. Louis, for 
instance, are at the mercy of the street car con- 
ductors, and what they say goes. What is the 
use of telling a conductor that you want to get 
out at De Baliviere avenue, when he calls it “De 
Bolivar,” and would not know what you meant?
